NEW YORK (AP) - Leonard 
Warren, a world favorite and one 
(rf the greatest baritones devel­ 
oped in this country, collapsed 
and died on stage Friday night 
at the Metropolitan Opera. 
As his wife, Agatha, and a ca­ 
pacity audience watched, Warren, 
48, playing Don Carlo, finished 
singing in the next to last scene 
of thq second act of Verdi’s “La 
Forza del Destino.” 
His last singing words were: 
“He is saved, he is saved, oh 
joy!” from the aria “Fatal Turn 
(rf My Destine.” 
As he prepared for his exit, the 
6-foot Warren fell to the stage. 
The music trailed 
off in

and 
the curtain 
came down. 
As the audience buzzed and 
speculated, a Catholic priest went 
backstage and administered last 
rites. 
Dr. Adrian Zorgniotti, the Met’s 
house physician, diagnosed t h e 
cause of the collapse as a stroke. 
Rudolf Bing, general manager 
(rf the Met, first came before the 
curtain and invited the audience 
to remain seated. The seriousness

The “magic number” current^ 
ia v o gue amo ng all serv ices fo r de- 
scniMsg the po wer o f their thenno - 
nuclear weapo ns b no t o m , but 
two megato ns. 
Acco rding to the Air Fo rce, which 
apparently inv ested the {^ase, 
“two megato ns is the explo siv e 
equiv aknt o f aQ the bo mbs dr<^ 
ped by all the bo mbers in Wo rld 
War II.** 
But ev en tho ugh aD the serv ices 
are no w finding that phrase useful, 
o fficiab o f the Defense Department, 
when questio ned clo sely, say thev- 
flatly reject the no tio n that the 
phrase suggests o r in any way mv 
plies that a salv o o f, say, ev en a 
half • do zen two - megato n bo mbs 
wo uld cause anywhere as near as 
much damage o o ev en a mo derate 
size natio n as "aU the bo mbers” 
wreaked ia Wo rld War II.

There are two scho o ls o f tho ught

be the wo rst thing that co uld hap­ 
pen to freedo m o f co mmunicatio n. 
Which o ne o f the two gro ups 
might be classed as liberal and 
which o ne co uld be described as 
autho ritarian? 
To get an answer, the wrRer 
co nsulted “Webster’s New Wo rld 
Dictio nary” and fo und this: 
1. An autho ritarian b o ne who 
believ es in o r adv o cates "unques­ 
tio ning 
o bedience 
to 
autho rity 
rather than indiv idual freedo m o f 
judgment and actio n.” 
2. A liberal fav o rs "po litical re­ 
fo rms tending to ward denxracy 
and perso nal freedo m fo r the in­ 
div idual.** 
Just who , therefo re, are the true 
liberab in the co ntro v ersy go ing 
o n these days o v er what sho uld be 
do ne abo ut regulating telev isio n 
and radio ? Ev en such an o rganiza­ 
tio n as o ne which 
calb 
itself 
The .\merican Civ il Liberties Unio n 
seems to hav e dev iated fro m the 
liberal faith as it declares that 
the Federal Co mmunicatio ns Co m­ 
missio n'* sho uld energeticafly ex­ 
ercise Its po wer to require the 
rtdio -telev isio n industry to pro ­ 
v ide the maximum po ssible range 
and balance in subject matter and 
treatment in its o v er-all pro gram­ 
ing.** 


IN A SPEECH the o ther day. 
Dr Frank Stanto n, president o f the 
Co lumbia Bro adcasting S ys t e m, 
called fo r a “freely co mpeting, un­ 
restricted telev isio n medium.” 
He has been criticized fo r this 
statement o n the gro und that, since 
telev isio n channeb are few in 
number and are aflo cated by the 
go v ernment, this is a mo no po ly. 
Dr. Stanto n answers that there 
b no mo re reaso n wh>' telev bio n 
sho uld be regulated 
as to its 
co ntent than newspapers riio uld be 
The argument is made in reply 
that anybo dy can buy a printing 
pre« and start a newspaper but 
no bo dy can get a telev isio n chan­ 
nel unless it b giv en up by a 
co mpany already ho lding o o e. 
But b this an accurate analo gy? 
Must the go v ernment undertake to 
“balance” the disparities in busi­ 
ness o r the pro fessio ns? 
It so happens that in abo ut 95 
per cent o f the cities o f the United 
States there is o o e newspaper o wn­ 
ership Is it the duty U the go v ­ 
ernment to pro v ide co mpetito rs to 
“balance" in each co mmunity the 
v iewpo int o f the existing pui^ca- 
tio n? 
Certainly with the rbing co sts 
o f newsprint and labo r and the lim­ 


ited adv ertising market av ailabl« 
in a giv en co mmunity, it wo uldn't 
be po ssible as a rule to start a 
co mpeting paper unless the go v . 
ernment were to put up the funds. 
h the co ntinued exbtence o f o ne- 
paper cities so mething that tro u­ 
bles the autho ritarian who really 
may think he fav o rs balancing the 
situatio n but who wo uld hav e to 
co ncede that, the mo ment the go v - 
wnment starts to co ntro l what is 
said, thb co uld be po litically o ne­ 
sided? 
When the go v ernment tells the 
bro adcasting statio ns what pro ­ 
grams they must put o n their 
channeb to justify retentio n of 
their licenses, the end result is 
bo und to be autho ritarianism It 
certainly can't be called liberalism. 


THE VIEWPOINT which ho lds 
that, because the go v ernment al­ 
lo cates radio o r telev bio n chan­ 
nels, it has the right to say what 
shall be do ne o v er the air wav es 
by each licensee b no t o f recent 
o rigin. 
Unfo rtunately, it was expressed 
as far back as the Ho o v er ad- 
minbtratio n by the legalists who 
felt that the granting o f a go v ­ 
ernment facility giv es to the go v - 
emment the right to determine the 
use o f that facility. 
Thb co ncept has been upheld 
by a ruling o f the Supreme Co urt 
o f the United States. 
But this 
v ery decisio n, which was dissented 
fro m by highly respected justices, 
really igno red the co nstitutio nal 
principle if a free press and free 
speech. 
The writer aU thro ugh the 1920’s 
argued against the do ctrine that 
the allo catio n o f a radio license 
gav e a go v ernment co mmissio n the 
right to tell a statio n what pro ­ 
grams it sho uld o r sho uld no t 
bro adcast. 
There b, o f co urse, ev ery rea­ 
so n why the go v ernment sho uld 
deny a license to any statio n th^ 
refuses to abando n misleading ad­ 
v ertising o r which engages in o b­ 
scene sho ws but these are the 
same restraints w^ich the Federal 
Trade Co mmissio n o r the po stal 
autho ritie« may injpo se o n the 
press. 
To say that the go v ernment 
sho uld pass judgment 
o n the 
quality o f radio o r telev bio n pro ­ 
grams b to say that the go v ern­ 
ment sho uld issue po stal priv ileges 
o nly to the newspapers who se edi- 
to riab measure up to a standard 
set by a go v ernmental agency. 
Thb b the 
r o a d to 
autho n* 
tarianism. 


ALL TRUE LIBERALS wiU v ig­ 
o ro usly o ppo se any interference 
with the right o f a bro adcasting 
o r telev isio n co mpany to present 
whatev er it pleases o n the air pro ­ 
v ided it do esn't o ffend the lauf 
against libel o r o bscenity 
It b fundamentally wiv ng, mo re­ 
o v er. fo r Co ngress to insist o n 
equal time fo r po litical candi­ 
dates. The public alo ne sho uld be 
the judge o f whether the telev isio n 
o r radio statio ns o r the press are 
presenting balanced pro grams o r 
news repo rts. And it b the public, 
no t the go v ernment, which in the 
final a n a l y s i s sho uld decide 
whether It likes what ft hears o r 
what it sees o r what it reads 
TTiat's true liberalism.

Intellifent life o n earth? Do n’t 
be silly. Any 
Martian 
scientist 
wo uld ten yo u that o ur planet is 
to o h(^ and its atmo sphere to o 
dense to suppo rt higher fo rms of 
life 
The co nsensus amo ng earth sci­ 
entists. co nv ersely, b that Mars’ 
rarefed atmo sphere and its low 
t« nperature make anything but 
v ery primitiv e fo rms o f life im- 
pro baWe there. 
This mirro r image of o ur o wn 
unearthly speculatio ns has been 
put fo rward by Dr. Bo ris Kukar- 
Idn, Russian astro no mer and v ice 
president o f the So v iet Academy 
o f Sciences. 
In a paper o n the o rigins o f life, 
he po ints o ut the limitatio ns in 
o ur thinking unpo sed by o ur o wn 
env iro nment and says that what­ 
ev er primo dial fo rm liv ing matter 
o riginally to o k, it might hav e de­ 
v elo ped alo ng quite different lines 
in o ttier physical co nditio ns. 
“We kno w o nly o ne fo rm o f life, 
whidi is tied to co nditio ns o n o ur 
planet.” Dr. Kukarkin says. But 
the questio n o f life o n o ther planets 


will finally be so lv ed in o ur time 
by landing instruments o n these 
planets and finally by landing man 
himself. 
“Life has Its o rigin in element­ 
ary fo rms If this appeared else­ 
where in the fo rm o f elementary- 
o rganic units in co nditio ns differ­ 
ent fro m 
terrestrial 
co nditio ns 
these o rganic co mbinatio ns, in the 
co urse o f millio ns o r billio ns of 
years, hav e adapted themselv es to 
tho se co nditio ns in such a way aji 
to giv e rise to fo rms o f life co m 
pletelj* different fro m 
tho se on 
earth. 
“If o n .Mars, fo r example, life 
made Its appearance in its mo st 
s i m p l e fo rm billio ns o f year;» 
ago . It may hav e ev o lv ed there in 
a fo rm capable o f existing in 
co nditio ns which wo uld be abso ­ 
lutely unsuppwtable fo r a terre« 
trial o rganism which arriv ed there 
witho ut the necessary pro tectio n 
“We are perhaps clo se to a de­ 
cisiv e turn as regards o ur con

There are two schools of thought 
nowadays in public affairs — those 
who want the government to take 
charge of everything and those who

prises. 
T he subject j 
is pertinent to-1 
d a y because David Lawrence 
one group advocates that the gov­ 
ernment s h a l l take complete 
charge of radio and television and 
the other argues that this would 
be the worst thing that could hap­ 
pen to freedom of communication. 
Which one of the two groups 
might be classed as liberal ami 
which one could be described as 
authoritarian? 
To get an answer, the writer 
consulted “Webster’s New World 
Dictionary” and found this: 
I. An authoritarian la one who 
believes in or advocates “unques­ 
tioning 
obedience 
to 
authority 
rather thro individual freedom of 
judgment and action.” 
I. A liberal favors “political re­ 
forms tending toward democracy 
and personal freedom for the in­ 
dividual.” 
Just who, therefore, are the true 
liberals in the controversy going 
on these days over what should be 
dooe about regulating television 
and radio? Even such an organiza­ 
tion as one which calls 
itself 
The American Civil Liberties Union 
seems to have deviated from the 
liberal faith as it declares tost 
the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission * should energetically ex­ 
ercise its power to require the 
radio-television industry to pro­ 
vide the maximum possible range 
rod balance in subject matter and 
treatment in its over-all program­ 
ing." 


IN A SPEECH the other day. 
Dr Frank Stanton, president of the 
Columbia Broadcasting S y s t e m , 
called for a "freely competing, un­ 
restricted television medium.” 
He has been criticised for this 
statement on the ground that, since 
television channels are few in 
number and are allocated by the 
government, this is a monopoly. 
Dr. Stanton answers that there 
is no more reason why television 
should be regulated as to its 
content thro newspapers should be. 
TM argument is made to reply 
that anybody can buy a printing 
press and start a newspaper but 
nobody can get a television chan­ 
nel unless it is given up by a 
company already holding ooe. 
But is this an accurate analogy? 
Must the government undertake to 
"balance” the disparities to busi­ 
ness or the professions? 
It so happens that in about 96 
per cent of the cities of the Uni tad 
States there is one newspaper own­ 
ership Is it the duty of th# gov­ 
ernment to provide competitors to 
"balance” in each community the 
viewpoint of the existing publica­ 
tion? 
Certainly with the rising coria 
of newsprint and labor and the lim­ 


ited advertising market availably 
in a given community, it wouldst 
be possible as a rule to start a 
competing paper unlesi the gov- 
eminent were to put up the funds. 
Is the continued existence of one* 
paper cities something that trou­ 
bles the authoritarian who really 
may think he favors balancing the 
situation but who would have to 
concede that, the moment the gov­ 
ernment starts to control what is 
said, this could be politically one­ 
sided? 
When the government tells the 
broadcasting stations what pro­ 
grams they must put on their 
channels to justify retention of 
their license*, the end result is 
bound to be authoritarianism. It 
certainly can’t be called liberalism 


THE VIEWPOINT which holds 
that, because the government al­ 
locates radio or television chan­ 
nels, it has the right to say what 
shall be done over the air waves 
by each licensee is not of recent 
origin. 
Unfortunately, it was expressed 
aa far back as the Hoover ad­ 
ministration by the legalists who 
felt that the granting of a gov- 
eminent facility gives to the gov­ 
ernment the right to determine the 
uae of that facility. 
This concept has been upheld 
by a ruling of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
But this 
very decision, which was dissented 
from by highly respected justices, 
really ignored the constitutional 
principle if a free press and free 
speech. 
The writer all through the 19201 
argued against the doctrine that 
the allocation of a radio license 
gave a government commission the 
right to tell a station what pro­ 
grams it should or should not 
broadcast. 
IM re is. of course, every rea­ 
son why the government should 
deny a license to any station that 
refuses to abandon misleading ad­ 
vertising or which engages la ob­ 
scene show* but these are the 
same restraints which the Federal 
Trade Commission or the ‘postal 
authorities may impose on the 
press. 
To say that tM government 
should paw judgment on the 
quality of raffle or television pro­ 
grams is to say that tM govern­ 
ment should issue postal privileges 
only to the newspapers whose edi­ 
torials measure up to a standard 
set by a governmental agency 
This is the rand to authori­ 
tarianism. 


ALL TRUE miERALE wffl vig­ 
orously oppose any interference 
with the right ct a broadcasting 
or television company to present 
whatever it pleases on the air pro­ 
vided it doesn’t offend the law* 
against libel ar obscenity 
It is fundamentally wrong, more­ 
over, for Congress to insist on 
equal time for political candi­ 
date*. Th* public alone should be 
the judge of whether the television 
or radio stations or the press are 
presenting balanced programs or 
news reports. And it is the public, 
not the government, which in the 
final a n a l y s i s should decide 
whether it like* what it hears or 
what it sees or what it reads 
That’s tree liberalism.

In a paper-on the origins of life, 
be points out the limitations in 
our thinking imposed by our own 
environment and says that what­ 
ever primodtel form living matter 
originally took, it might Mve de­ 
veloped along quite different lines 
in other physical conditions. 
“We know only one form of life, 
which is tied to conditions on our 
planet.” Dr. Kukarkin says. But 
tM question of life on other planets 


wffl finally be solved in our time 
by landing instruments on these 
planets and finally by landing man 
himself. 
"Life has its origin in element­ 
ary forms. If this appeared else 
where in the form of elementary 
organic units in conditions differ­ 
ent from terrestrial 
conditions, 
these organic combinations, in the 
course of millions or billions of 
years, have adapted themselves to 
those conditions in such a way as 
to give rise to forms of life com 
pletely different from those on 
earth. 
"If on Mars, for example, life 
made Its appearance in its most 
s i m p l e form billions of years 
• go. it may have evolved there in 
a form capable of existing in 
conditions which would be abso­ 
lutely unsupportable for a terres­ 
trial organism which arrived there 
without the necessary protection 
“We are perhaps close to a de 
dsive turn as regards our con­ 
ceptions on life, its origin and its 
development.”

F , l i k e m o s t or us, you have to work 
for a living, you probably enjoy talk­ 
ing sh(^. Recently, science has been do­ 
ing that, too. Throi;^ studies of various 
kinds, scientists have put your job, mine, 
and everyone else’s under the clinical 
microscope and c<xne up with some in­ 
teresting revelations. 
They have found out, for example, 
that your choice of occupaticm reveals a 
great deal about your perscmality. They 
know now that the kind of work you do 
Farmers have the affects your chances of a happy mar- 
highest ro te of riage. And if you have w onder^ pre- 
connubial bliss, wisely what it takes to make a tqp execu­ 
tive, they can answer that, too. 
Scientists have even tackled the toughest and 
most controversial question of all; “Are you getting 
paid enough for the kind of work you do?” (Because 
neither employer nor employee would be able to 
answer this question objectively, they put the vote 
to the American public.) 
Look at some of the interesting things learned. 


What does your choice of occtapation reveal 
abmil year persoaality? 
Investigators have found that pe<H>ie with cer­ 
tain personality traits tend to select specific occupa­ 
tions. Here are some of the findings. 
Teachers, authprs, librarians, and artists are the 
most discriminating in their tastes and are the most 
capable of making subtle and delicate distinctiims. 
They are likely to be acutely sensitive to their sur­ 
roundings. They are inclined to be deeply religious. 
However, they often let their hearts rule their 
heads, and most of them lack astuteness in the man­ 
agement of money or prqperty. 
Businessmen, lawyers, and accountants tended to 
be the least concerned with aesthetic values, and 
the most hardheaded about practical affairs. 
Doctors ranked low in ability to handle money, 
and were among the least political-minded. They 
showed a marked tendency to prize f^is, truth, and 
knowledge above material considerations. 
Occupations ranking highest in concern for the 
well-being of others included housewives, nurses, 
and social workers. 
The least di^Msed to be religious or philosc^ihical 
were the bankers and lawyers. 


Hoe* what yoa do for a liviog have any bearing 
on how happy yomr m arriage is likely to he? 
Yes. The findings on this score may surprise you. 
Most people think that whether you are a banker or 
a bookkeeper, whether you earn your living with

your mind or your muscles has little to do with suc­ 
cessful marriage. It is also commonly th o u ^t that 
marital strife occurs most frequently in the high- 
income brackets. Almost the reverse is true. This 
viewpoint probably stems fnxn the publicity given 
to the marital trouUes of prcMninent people. 
The American Institute of Family Relations 
studied the marriages of a typical cross section of 
the population. The specimen group, 3,528 couples, 
was carefully selected to be representative of all 
the various occupations. All the marriages were of 
more than five years duration. The degree of hap­ 
piness ot each marriage was arrived at throu^ 
interviews with close friends and relatives. The 
findings of the study are as foUows: 
1. Farmers (and those engaged in other agricul­ 
tural occupations). There were more happy mar­ 
riages in this group than in any other, over two- 
thirds (68 percent) being rated as haf^y. 
2. Professional men (doctors, lawyers, scientists, 
teachers). This group ranked second; 61 percent of 
their marriages were rated as happy. 
3. Executives (and owner-proprietors of large 
businesses) came third, with a happy home life in 
59 percent of the cases. 
4. Small-business owners, white-collar workers, 
and salesmen. L^ss than 55 percent of the marriages 
in this occupational category were listed as happy. 
5. Skilled workers (carpenters, electricians, 
plumbers). This group came just a little below the- 
small-business owners, with slightly more than 54 
percent rqx>rted as being happily married. 
6. Semiskilled workers (waiters, truck drivers, 
elevator operators, and workers in crafts requiring 
a comparatively short period of training or appren­ 
ticeship). Domestic tranquility took a d n ^ here. 
Less than half (47 percent) in this category had 
marriages which could be clarified as happy.

M 


y h u s b a n d is an American airman, missing in 
action. He was shot down by the Russians Sept 
2, 1958. No word has ever been recrived from him. 
I don’t know where he is, or if he is even alive. 
For more than a year, I have known only die 
agony oi waiting. Even hope has been denied me 
in recent months. But maybe I have reascm now 
to hope again. In June, President Eisenhower will 
visit Russia. It's a remote hope, but possibly he 
will be able to leam what the Russians dkl with 
my husband. 
I must not hope too much, though. When Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev visited Washington last year, the 
^President personally inquired about the fate of Jim 
'an d four of his crew also mining. Hie Présidait 
later wrote me: 
“To my deep regret Mr. Khrushchev’s reply has 
failed once again to provide any new informaticm. 
. . . In spite of this I assure you that the govern­ 
ment of die United States will continue to do every­ 
thing that can be done to deteitnine the fate of 
those missing men.” 
Perhaps, then, there still is reason to hope. Per­ 
haps in June something will happen to end my 
agonized waiting. 
It is not easy to be neither wife nor widow. I 
have two children to raise—three-year-old Debbie 
Ann and one-year-old Keith, who was bom after 
his father vanished in a remote region near the 
Russian-Turkish border. What faces us in this in- 
between world we live in? How will endless wait­ 
ing affect us? How will it affect Jim when he 
returns?
